DEATH OK JOHN B. WAKU.—Follow- 


ing close upon the death of Nathaniel 
Peckham comes that of John B. Ward, 
and the number of the elders is fast di- 
minishing. Mr. Ward was a thrifty 
farmer of the old school. Diligence 
aud economy were his principal watch- 
words, While uot antagonistic to mod- 
ern methods and appliances for farui- 
iug, he recognized the imperative need 
of a wise discrimination lu their adop- 
tion. He observed that frequently dis- 
cussions aud farm machinery, while 
valuable to a certain extent, were uot 
tbe main factors in successful farming. 
The talk of the lips would tint destroy 
the weeds aud the best and most in- 
geniously devised machinery could not 
take the place iu many Instances of 
patient aud industrious application ou 
the part of the farmer, both of head aud 
hands. For many years be cultivated 
the Walter Eastou farm ou the north 
side of the road leading from Huston's 
Beach to tiacbuest Beach, as tenant of 
tbe deviteet of Mary Glbbs, who form- 
erly owned a large part of Euston'g 
Point. He succeeded in acquiring con. 
slderable property and reared u numer- 
ous family. More than this th« farm 
gave unmistakable evidence of good 
management and faltbtul cultivation. 
He was Assessor of Taxes during the 
years 1874 aud 1875. 


With some of the new policies of 


town aud State government he was uot 
in accord aud viewed their workings 
with doubt as to their wisdom or ex- 
pediency. Of a retiring disposition be 
never sought any prominence In public 
afluirig but had ins positive opinion 
about these tilings formed from exten- 
sive leading and mature reflection. 


He had also earnest leligiuus convic- 


tions and for many years had been a 
consistent member and active worker 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


Death occurred ut tiie residence of his 


elder daughter, Airs. Lyman H. Bar- 
ker, ou Gardner street, Newnorl, with 
whom he made bis home. Air. Ward 
was the oldest son of Abner and Mar- 
garet Ward of this town and was bom 
June "I, 1820. Dec. 18, 1848, be mar- 
ried Ann Surah, daughter of Jacob 
Sherman, by whom lie had seven chil- 
dren: Mrs. Ljinan H. Htuker, Charles 
H. \Vard, Town Treasurer und Repre- 
sentative; George E. Ward, and A. 
Herbeil Ward, president of the town 
council, all of Middletowu, and Joseph 
Hooker Ward of New York; also n 
younger daughter, Mrs. Isaac Peubody. 
The soti, Frauk Al., has been some time 
deceased. 


Funeral services were held ttt the 


Methodist Episcopal Church, \\edues- 
day afternoon, a large gatheriug of 
relatives aud friends testifying to the 
regard in which ha was held.

and the same in Pacilic waters, or I'M 
of the Inrger and 108 of the smaller size 
In all, au uggieg&tiou of 228 vessels." 


The report declares that no such fleet 


as would be ueeded for an over-sea ex- 
pedition could be furnished out oftbe 
present resources of the American mer- 
chant marine. 


City milk Jupply. 


An interesting report on the milk 


supply of Boston, New York and Phil- 
adelphia has been published by the de- 
partment of agriculture. It gives sta- 
tistics snowing the magnitude of the 
business, methods of shipment, con- 
sumption and map showing the source 
of the product. 


The milk supply of Boston, the re- 


port says, really mean* the milk sup- 
ply of what is known locally as "Great- 
er Boston," including at least nine mu- 
uicipalltied, with a population of 840,- 
000. From 80 lo 86 per cent. Is trans- 
ported by railroad aud the remainder 
iu wagous. It Is estimated that the 
supply reaches 1,250,000 cans, contain- 
ing 8J quarts each, monthly, with a 
cousumptiou per capita per day of 


oui .76to .86 pints, according to esti- 


mates of population. 


The Massachusetts board of health is 


making an inspection of the dairies) sup- 
plying Kofllou with uiilk. ^compe- 
tent veterinarian is employed to take 
cbarge of the wurk. Not only is the 
state board of health making iuvesliga- 
tious. but the city board also does in- 
spection work, particularly along bac- 
teriological lines. 


The Greater New York milk supply 


is handled to a large extent iu 40-quart 
cans. Cousideringthe question Iroui a 
theoretical standpoint and averaging 
many reports and estimates, the report 
suys, H is found the average consump- 
tion of milk exceeds half u pint per cap- 
ita a day. This indicates the dally con- 
sumption of ii,500,000 people to be 875,- 
000 quarts of milk, not including cream. 


kighty-aeveu per cent, of Philadel- 


phia's milk supply comes from compar- 
atively nearby sources. Five thous- 
and cows are rtpurled to be within the 
city limits. The feature of the business 
id the Philadelphia Milk Kxcbange, au 
incorporated organization of dealers, 
which handles a greater part of the 
milk received aud sold in the city, and 
which ouce a month meets to consider 
aud decide upon the price of milk for 
the coming mouth. 


It is safe to lufer, the report says, 


that if the cream consumed were esti- 
mated on the same basis a« the milk 
consumption, the industry would be 
shown to amount tu over 1,500,000 
quarts daily, fur which more than 200,- 
000 cows would be required tu produce 
the supply. The report Bays that the 
health commissioner of New York es- 
timate* that "87 per cent, of tbe milk 
aud cream couiumed iu Greater New 
York" i* produced In the state, coming 
Irom distance* varying from 40 to 400 
mile*. Reference is made to tbe prob- 
lem of sanitation, which la difficult, for 
the report says It must deal with the 
tbousauds of producers, then with the 
conditions at the shipping station, with 
the manner of transportation aud fin- 
ally tbe manner of retailing iu the Btty. 


The supply for Philadelphia for 1903 


was 111,242,000 quart*. Tbe report says 
there have been some attempt* at cou- 
solidallou of the larger concerns of 
milk dealers Iu accordance with the 
spirit of the time*, but they have never 
succeeded, largely ou account of the 
unpopularity of "trusts." 


Tbe New York, New Haven A Hart- 


ford Railroad evidently mean* builnew 
In constructing a uew tuunel under the 
hill at the east side of Providence. 
Permission was granted by the Legis- 
lature some mouths ago, aud since that 
time the road ha* been eugaged In pre- 
paring pinna, etc , for the vast work. 
This week comes the announcement of 
the purchase of a number of pieces of 
property Iu Providence which will give 
the railroad most of the laud that it 
desiies for the tunnel, gome smaller 
pieces will have to be condemned un-

men, who hope lo defeat the measure, 
claim thai the reduction of the laritt 
will-throw a million Ions of Philippine 
nugiiroii Ihe American market annu- 
ally aud lhal theie Is plenty of land 
and pleuiy of labor lo Inruni Ihia pro- 
duction. The advocates of ihe bill ou 
Ihe olher hand say thai the islands can 
not send more I ban 200,000 Ions of 
suuar a year to ibis country and that 
they cauuol produce moie thin thin 
amount for export' fur many years lo 
come. If the higher llgures should lie 
right, it would be a serious blow 10 Ihe 
beet and cane sugar iulerests of this 
country, bui ihere is very lltile likeli- 
IKXH! that they are. Of course no one 
will pretend that the Imporiauou of 
hemp is going to hurt this country 
aud Ihere i* no quesiiou that the Payne 
bill will make for the gederal prosper- 
ity of the islands. 


*Oue of tbe arguments that Is being 


usedagaiust the Philippine bill by the 
sugar men is that It will kill the beet 
sugar industry iu this country aud 
that tbls Iu turn will kill the great 
Irrigation development of the west. 
This tu anyone who knows Hie leal sit- 
uation is the clearest moonshine. There 
have been several big suirar refineries 
put up where the government engineers 
have lucaied irrigation works in Ihe 
west, but the anxiety uf the sugar men 
has not been as to the market for their 
Biigar. It has merely been a question 
whether the farmers would guaraulee 
(hem euougb laud annually iu sugar 
beets to make their undertaking worth 
while. The latest Instance ol this has 
been under tbe great Bellefourche proj- 
ect iu South Dakota. 
There might be 


a lot written about this project, for 
It Involved the reclamation of 85,000 
acres of laud and will call for the big- 
gest earth dam in the world, a dike a 
mile long and 115 feet high, more than 
half the cubic contents uf tbe pyramid 
of Cheops. All tbe capital has becu 
subscribed and tbe plans drawn for au 
immense rellnery near tbe dain even 
since the talk of a reduction in tbe 
Philippine tariff has been going on. 
Tbe only thing that the promoters are 
waiting for uow is uot to see whether 
the Philippine bill ia goiug to pass but 
to tee whether tbe farmers will guar- 
autee them a certain acieage iu sugar 
beets. 
This is a very 
fair indica- 


tion that the opponents of the Payne 
bill are uot afraid of Us wrecking their 
ludustry but merely of itu reducing by 
a very little their profils. 


The insurrection In tbe Houi-e which 


was nut aimed primarily at the Payne 
bill but at the Hamilton bill for joint 
statehood, has uot jel been cruobed, 
but Ihe Speaker says lhat it will be and 
he Is going to make an example of the 
new members who had the temerity to 
break Ihe party lines. There is, sugges- 
tion of compromise in Ihe air uow. Il 
Is to Ihe ell'ecl lhat the vote on the bill 
shall be taken iu two sections, one on 
Ihu (lues-lion of joint statehood lor Okla- 
homa aud Indian Territory and the 
other for Arizona and New .Mexico. If 
this were done it might heal Ihe breach 
between the opposing factions. There 
are single stales both in Arizona and 
Indian Territory, but Ihe sentiment in 
Arizona is the thing thut is) causing the 
leal trouble, and if there is a loop hole 
let! to Int oul the single slaters in thut 
territory, all may be well. 


Some reflections have been caat on 


the Secretary of Agriculture boih by 
membeis in the House and by u num- 
ber of the eastern papers for his recom- 
mendation of an immediate appropria- 
tion of ?13o,000 for additional micro- 
scoplsils for ihe Agricullural Depart- 
ment. The way the Secretary himself

Immediately uiwu the ar- 


rival of a messenger announcing the 
Burning of his horise, Ayer drew a re- 
volver aud tired a shot into his own 
brain.' 


According to the county authorities 


it Is kuowu that Ayer had had trouble 
with his mother-in-law over the estate 
of her husband, tbe late Isaac Lajce- 
tnan, who died about three years ago, 
leaving as his principal property the 
homestead farm ou which the tragedy 
occurred. 
As administratrix of the 


estate, Mrs. Lakeman had recently dis- 
posed of tile farm by sale to one of 
her sons, Lafayette Lakeuiau; though 
the latter had not taken possession. 
Ayer's desire for a division of the pro- 
ceeds of this sale is said to have led 
to a dispute with Mrs. Lakeman, and 
this Is cousidered by the authorities as 
pointing to the motive for the alleged 
wholesale murder. 


The discovery yesterday of a bullet 


In the brain of the charred body tup- 
posed to be that of Mrs. Lukeumn 
*ttows the manner of her death, but 
the bodies of the other victims were 
to incinerated that no iudication of tbe 
cause of death remains. 
Only three 


• cartridges were tired from the revolver 
with which Ayer shot himself, so that 
some other weapon must have been 
used In carrying out a part of the mur- 
derous work. 


The authorities have a theory that 


after shootiug Jlrs. 
Lafcemau, Ayer 


Aimed a bullet at his wife,' who had 
perhaps interfered to save her.mother, 
and that he afterward killed the chil- 
dren and set lire to the house. 
The 


.theory that the mother and" children 
were locked in the cellnr and burned 
to death is not regarded as likely, as it 
Is believed that some at least would 
liave been able to make their escape 
by the cellar window. 


Mrs. 
Ayer was a womau of 
more 


than average strength, so that there 
Is cousidered to be a strong likelihood 
that she met her death before A.ver 
made his supposed attack upon his live 
children. No noise of revolver shooting 
was heard by any neighbor, so that 
the time the tragedy was enacted is not 
known. 


The bodies of all tho victims of the 


tragedy rest together in the rooms of 
an undertaker in Suncook.

funeral service.

was little doubt but that the seven per- 
sons had been murdered and the farm- 
bouse set on Sre. 


The, 
victims of the tragedy were 


Charles F. Ayer, aged 43, killed him- 
self by shooting; Mrs. Addle Ayer, his 
wife; Mrs. Isaac Lakeman, Ayer's 
Qiother-ln-law; Flossie Ayer, aged 12; 
Alfred Ayer, aged 10; Bernlce Ayer, 
aged 6; Andrew Ayer, aged 4, and a 
Clrl baby, all children of the Ayen. 


The flre occurred about 9 o'clock yes- 


terday forenoon. 
Before the flames 


were noticed by neighbors Ayer drove 
to the home of his sister, Mrs. George 
Bailey, who lives In Chichester. Ayer 
arrived at his sister's bouse just after 
10 o'clock and bad dinner. 
He re-, 


malned at Mrs. Bailey's'place during 
tbe afternoon. 
At 4 o'clock 
William' 


Fowler, one of Ayer's nearest neigh- 
bors, went to the Bailey place and in- 
formed Ayer that his buildings ' had 
been burned. Ayer manifested some 
agitation, but made no statement as to 
ivhnt he would do. Instead he drew 
n revolver and, pointing It at hit right 
temple, fired, and 
fell unconscious. 


Members of the household sent for a
